regular and moderate in his Manners, that his Severity 
was ſen to agree very well with his pleaſant Humow, 
his courteous Temper with that Gravity that becomes 
Princes ſo well; and his obliging Civility, chat gave an 

acceſs near his Perſon to all the World, abated nothing 
of that juſt Reſpect due to his Grandure. At the cloſe 
of Supper, he was wont to cauſe ſome Paſſages: of 
Scripture to be read. and expounded: to him by three 
Doctors of Divinity. 'In his Reign à very fevere 
Winter having frozen the Corn to the very root, there 
followed fo great a Scarcity, that Charles prohibited the 
brewing of Beer, or to. breed any Dogs, that all the 
Corn might be kept for the making of Bread, and that 
che Beaſts might not have what ought to be imploy# 
in the Nouriſhmenr of the Poor. Duting that time he 
took ſo great care to furniſh them with Food, and to 
beſtow on them all he had, that he obtain'd the Name 
af the Father of the Country. He maintain'd amongſt 
his Domettiicks thirteen. poor People with as much care 
and regard as the Gentlemen of his Houſe; that having 
always before his Eyes the Image of Poverty, he might 
thereby underſtand the better how to uſe his Greatnels 
with Modeſty; and that this number of thirteen might 
often call to his Mind the remembrance of Chriſt and 
his twelve Apoſtles. Now his liberality to the Poor 
was ſo great, that in the City of Tpres in one day he

Loaves, befides the Mony and Clothes he alſo gave 
them. When he had emptied all his Treaſures, and

During the Reign of this Prince the Flemings and the

ing too much to the great numbers of their Horſe, which 
was the chief Strength of their Army, deſpiſed the 
Flemings that were all Infantry, but were ſo well in- 
trench?d that the French Cavalry could not come to them 
without paſſing over a deep Marſh.

This bloody Act of. the Jealouſy 
of the Counteſs of Flanders, caus'd the Earl her Huſ- 
band to fiifle in his Heart any remains of Love for her, 
and to abandon himſelf over to Adultery, and quite to 
renounce all- Honeſty and Chaſtity, by filling his Houſe 
with Concubines, and baſe-begotten Children. His 
Luxury, his Prodigality, and unreaſonable Expences, 
with the implacable deſire of Revenge, which govern'd 
bim when he fancied himſelf to be affronted, render*d 
him odious to the Men of Gent, who took up Arms 
againſt him. He increas?d his Dominions by the reco- 
very of the French. Flanders, which he receiv'd from 
the hands of the French, making uſe of the occaſion 
of the Marriage of the Princeſs Margaret his only

Philip Earl of Auge, Conſtable of , 
France, was charg d to have been the chief cauſe of this 
Defeat, by reaſon of the Preſumption natural to the 
French Nation: for deſigning to take from the Hun- 
garians the Honour of aſſaulting. the Enemy firſt, he 
advanc'd before too raſhly with his French Cavalry, and 


commanded them to unlight that they might fight on 


Foot. This was the chief cauſe of the Chriſtians over-

Ihe Prifoners were diſcharg' d by the Credit of ſeve- 
ral Flemiſh Merchants, and chiefly of Daniel Rappond a 
Citizen of Bruges, who had ſome Correſpondence in 
the Iſle of Chio, by the means of a Geneveſe Merchant 
named Pologrin, who return'd to the Agents of Baja- 
Let the Price of the Ranſom by the means of certain 
Bankers, to whom the Mony was to be paid at Ve- 
nice, When the Earl of Nevers was freed from his 
cloſe Impriſonment, he return'd by Sea into France, 
| where all ſorts of Honours were paid to him: His 
arrival was happy in one thing, becauſe it put-an end 
to the Schiſm that divided the Chriſtians a great while; 
for he declar'd in a powerful manner to King Charles

When 
they had thus kill'd him, they drag d his Body ſeveral 
times about the place, which was all cover'd with his 
Blood; and when they had ſtript off his outward Gar- 
ments, they cut off his fingers to take his Rings. All 
this was acted in the preſence of the Dauphin, who 
held in his hand a naked Sword while this bloody 
Tragedy was perform'd : And aſter he had fatisfied 
his Eyes and Revenge with this cruel fight, he cried to 
them aloud, I believe be bath enough. The dead Bo-

This Province, ſo named becauſe it lies. in the Eaftern 


part of Germany, and called by the antient Hiſtorians the 


higher Pannonia, was made a Marquiſat by the Em- 
peror Henry the Firſt, in favour of Leopold the Firft 


who had married his Sitter, and fince made a Dukedom 
by the Emperor Frederick the Firſt, Nodolphus Earl of 
Hasburg, who had been elected Emperor, gave to his 
Son Albertus in the year 1282, with the conſent of the 
Princes of the Empire, this Dutchy which had no lawful 


Prince, and hath fince been poſſeſſed by this Fami- 
ly. The Emperor Frederick the Third, who deſcended 
in a ſtreight line from the Emperor Rodolphus, and: was 
Father of Maximilian, firſt took upon him the Title 
of Arck-Duke, tho ſome German Hiſtorians tell us, 


that it was Rodolphus the great Grandchild of the Em- 
peror Rodolphus the Firſt, who affum'd this Sirname, 
when he had added the County of Tirol to Auſtria, 
But in relation to the Origin of this illuſtrious Family, 


ſome Authors, whom I look upon as fabulous, make it . 


proceed from” one Peter Leon a Roman, very © 
powerful in the City of Rome in the days of the 
Emperor Juſt inian, and of Totila King of the Goths. 


Others ſeek its beginning among the antient Kings of 


Auſtria, But the moſt learned Genealogiſts of that 
time derive it with more probability from Gontrant 
Earl of Altembourg, who liv'd about the year 950, 
whoſe Grandchild Rapotus built the Caſtle of Hashurg 
near the Lake of Lucerne in Swifferland.

He died in the Year 1519, and 
was buried at Neuſtat, the Place of his Nativity. 'He 
fifty Years and nine Months, and reign- 
ed two and thirty and eleven Months, if we comprehend 
ſeven Ytars during which he govern'd the Ernpire 
with the Emperor Frederick, the Third his Father.

AMedici, and created Alexander, the head of the Family, 
Duke of Florence, and in the year 1535 gave him his

In the year 153 2 Francis Piſarro a Spaniard, con- 
quered for him the large and rich Kingdom of Pers. 
In the year 1533, Charles having joined his Forces 
with his Brother Ferdinand's, obliz'd Soliman the 2d 
Emperor of the Turks, not only to raiſe the Siege of 
Vienna in Auſtria, which he had encompaſſed with 
300000 Men, but totally to forſake and quit Auſtria 
and Hungary. :

The Duke of 
Gueldret, not conſidering the great diſproportion between

him, whatever Conditions he was pleaſed to lay up- 
on him.
